Now that congress 
is 
about to 
take up the question of coinage of 
money, the expressions ©f opinion 
on the subject by eminent 
states­ 
men will be read with interest. 
Hon. 
James 
G. 
Blaine, 
the 
“ Plumed Knight, ” who stood high 
in the confidence and affections of 
the masses of the republican party, 
said:. 
“ I believe the struggle now going 
on in this country 
and 
in other 
countries for a single gold standard 
were it successful 
would produce 
widespread disaster throughout the 
commercial 
world. 
The 
destruc­ 
tion of silver as money and 
estab­ 
lishing gold as the sole unit of val­ 
ue must have a ruinous effect on all 
forms of property except those 
in ­ 
vestments which yield a 
fixed re­ 
turn in money. 
These 
would 
be 
enormously 
enhanced 
in 
value, 
would gain 
disproportionate 
and 
unfair advantage over every other 
species of property. ” 
Senator John Sherman, the great 
financier, clearly understood 
and 
plainly pointed out the evil to fol­ 
low striking down one-half of Amer­ 
ican money. 
He said: 
“ The contraction of the currency 
is a far more distressing operation 
than senators suppose. 
Our own 
and other nations have gone through 
that operation before. 
It is not 
possible to take that voyage with­ 
out the direst distress. 
T o every 
person 
except a capitalist out of 
debt or a salaried officer or annui­ 
tant, it is a period of loss, danger, 
lassitude of trade, fall of wages, 
suspension of enterprise, bankruptcy 
and danger. ” 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, now sec­ 
retary of the treasury and long one 
of the most trusted leaders of his 
party, said: 
“ According to my view of the 
subject, the conspiracy which seems 
to have been formed here and in 
Europe to 
destroy 
by legislation 
and otherwise from three-sevenths 
to one-half|Of the metallic money of 
the world is the most gigantic crime 
of this or any other age. 
The con­ 
summation of such a scheme would 
ultimately entail more misery upon 
the human race than all the wars, 
pestilences and 
events 
that have 
ever occurred. 
The instantaneous 
destruction of one half the entire 
movable property of the world, in­ 
cluding houses, shops, railways and 
all other appliances for carrying on 
commerce, while it would be felt 
more sensibly at the moment, would 
not produce anything like the pro­ 
longed distress and disorganization 
of society that must result from the 
permanent annihilation of one-half 
of 
the metallic 
money 
of 
the 
world. ” 
With such expressions as these, 
and others equally emphatic from 
many of the leaders of both parties 
in the house and senate, the silver 
men may confidently appeal t© the 
national law-makers to rehabilitate 
the white metal and restore to silver 
its money function-— its chief use.

FAVORS SILVER COINAGE. 


H e H'itl Stand Vp P or thè Interemts 
o fth e Peopie o f H is 
B istrict. 


Hon. John T. Heard, member of 
congress from the Seventh district 
of Missouri, came in from Sedalia 
last night, accompanied by his fam­ 
ily, says the St. Louis Republic of 
to-day. 
After dining at the depot 
they left on the Vandalia train at 9 
p. m. for Washington. 
The con­ 
gressman 
met 
a 
number of 
old 
friends around the depot, and was 
heartily received. 
A representative 
of the Republic had a pleasant con­ 
versation with Mr. Heard, who said 
in effect: 
“ This is a time rather for thinking 
than for talking. 
I have been do­ 
ing a great deal of thinking, and I 
will say that I know of no better 
plan for congress to adopt 
than 
that advanced in the the Republic. 
If we could suspend the silver pur­ 
chasing clause of the Sherman act 
for 
some 
indefinite 
period, 
say 
three 
or four 
months, 
it would 
give 
the 
anti-silver 
men 
an opportunity 
to 
support 
some 
conciliatory 
measure 
that 
might 
solve the problem. 
I am a cordial 
hater of the Sherman bill. I worked 
against it, fought it at every stage, 
and voted against it, but I desire to 
say that I shall not yote for its un­ 
conditional repeal unless I am as­ 
sured that the enemies of silver will 
agree to some reasonable legislation 
for the relief of the other side. 
“ I intend to support the Chicago 
platform 
in its entirety, 
and not 
merely one plank of it. 
I have no 
idea that the session will be other 
than a 
lengthy 
one. 
The 
grave 
questions that will come before us 
call for conservative and thoughful 
action, and it will be impossible to 
hurry matters. 
“ I 
have 
never 
for a moment 
doubted that Mr. Bland will retain 
his position at the head of the coin­ 
age committee. 
In the first place, 
to remove him would be an act of 
impropriety; 
in 
the 
second, 
it 
would be bad 
politics, 
and in the 
third 
place I regard Mr. Crisp as 
just as good a 
bimetalist as Mr. 
Bland or myself or any man in the 
house. 
Why, 
then, 
should 
Mr. 
Crisp disturb 
Mr. 
Bland? 
There 
can be no reason whatever for it. 
“ The 
tariif question 
has been 
somewhat overshadowed by that of 
silver; but congress will not let it 
be so. 
Tariff legislation will be a 
great relief to the people, and I ex­ 
pect to see congress take hold of it 
at an early day with a thoroughness 
and 
earnestness that 
will 
insure 
good results. 
It will be my aim 
during the session to accord a zeal­ 
ous support all legislation that tends 
to carry out the pledges made by 
the democratic party before the last 
election. 
I regard this as the only 
just and honorable course to pur- 
sue. It
